Fertility of Northwesicra Onjiarlo. 

Many persons will ba surprised to loarn 
that thero is sotually fertile soil in this 
Northwestern distriot of Oatario, Mr, Boll 
ways: 


“' Following the oanoo route from Miohipl- 
cotin to Moose Factory, tho country is moro 
or loss rocky as far ns Missinaibi Lake; yet 
even in this section the proportion of rock 
surface to the whole arom may be compara. 
tively small. Bat after passing the awampy 
grounds north of Missinaibi Lake tho travel 
lor cannot fail to be ptraok by the abundance 
and the general fertility of the soil exposed 


in the banks of the Missinaibi and 
Mooso River, All the way .to 
Moose Factory it consists mostly of 


a brownish and somewhat gravolly loam or 
earth, resting upon silt and sometimes upon 
stratified olsys or the eolid rock—whioh, 
however, ia seldom geon oxcopt at the pring 
olpal rapids and falls, Bat in the oontral 
third of tho section between Lake Superior 
and James’ Bay, or from the Brunswick to 
the Long Portage, a light-colored olay usually 
forms tho surface, I oxaminod the country 
for a milo or two back from tho river in 
sovoral places for tho especial purpose of 
ouoertaluing the nataro of the soll, and found 
it oxoollent in all oases, but tonding to be- 
come more swampy in receding from tho 
river. La the Devonian region below Long Port- 
ago samples of the soil wore collooted in a fow 
ploces for subsequent examination, In 
traverelpg eooh a great extont of almost un- 
broken wilderness ono is api to forget the 
possible value of thia vat reglon for agri. 
oultaral purposes, but the oxamplos of the 
forme ot Now Bruswick House and Mooae 
Factory show upon memall eoale what might 
bo extended over a great part of tho country. I 
have no doubt that ot some future thao this 
torritory will support a largo population, 
Discontinuing temporarily from quoting 
{aitber the report, tho publio'a attention is 
boro directed to tho fact that this vast fertile 
territory, hitherto aupposed to bo a aterile 
wilderness, tho home of oternal frost and 
anow, has, through tho persistency of the 
Mowat Admluistration, boon inoludod withia 
thé Provings of Oatario, and tho assumption 
of possocsion is only dolayed through tho 
Dominion Government's paliry protenoo that 
tho papsra had been lost.

ATROCITIES IN PRISON, 


Horrible Treatment of Convicts at Mil. 
wankee, 


Mitwavrre, Wieconsin,—The newspapors 
publish an account of horrible atrocities in 
Milwaukee House of Correction, which ia used 
At tho discretion of the Court aa State prison, 
An intolligent convict, just released, whose 
voracity is vouched for by prominent persons, 
states that he has beon an inmate for two 
years, All that time ho was not allowed to 
write to his friends or counsel. They supposed 
him dead, He says the breadstuffs farnished 
the convicts, for which the county paya $6 a 
barrrel, ia damaged cow feed and cannot be 
baked, Tho meat is putrid. During his confine- 
ment embryo calves, dogs and glandered 
horses wero furnished as meat. Of the 
brutalities of the keepers he says men wore 
beaten and put in a» black hole, whiob isa 
filthy dog kennel five feot four inches by 
five feet, A man cannot Iie at longth in it, 
end there is no yontilation. The floor is 
covered with ordure and urino. Moen are 
placed there for twonty days, and two mon 
died, ‘Thore is chair factory connected 
with the institution, and it is charged the 
police are in collusion with the superintend- 
ent to kidnap mon to work at tho chairs. 
The whole story is most startling and re- 
volting. It is olaimed the charges can all be 
verified.

permitted to go abont since he made 
the startling revelations of the supposed 
marder, Whether there has been murder 
dono or not of conree is at present a matter of 
conjecture, but the authorities should at once 
take suoh steps ag will clear up the mystery.

Such is the namo applied to himsclf by the 
writerjof threatening letters to the Irish land- 
lords and land agents, Rory isin the habit 
of sending yery choerfal epistles, containing 
characteristic romarka to the effect that 
‘* powder ia plenty, and lead is cheap,” where- 
from we infer that ‘* Rory’s” hatred of every- 
thing English extends even tothe grammar, 
Among those who have fallen under the ban 
of * Rory’s ” displeasuro is one John Sydney 
Smyth, who follows tho moro or leas perilous 
occupation of land agent in tho County of 
Mayo. Here isacopy of a Istter recently 
received by Mr, Smyth: 

Mr. Suyra: 

I am in this country obaerving tho conduct 
and tyranny of agents and landlords. Poer- 
haps you are not aware that there is a yory 
large sum of monoy to be paid for tho killing 
of you. Takg heed to yourself on the road 
between Ballycroy and Newport, for you will 
be killed, Rony, 

It seems that tho land agent was not in 
any groat degree frightened by the epistle, 
but the probabilities are that he was not 
comforted to any great extent cither. At all 
events, he handed it over to the police of the 
district, and then let things tako their course. 
A fow days afterwards Mr, Smyth, not. 
withstanding the official notification from 
“Rory of the Hilla” that thore was a 
big prico on hia head, prooseded on a id 
car to a small town called Ballycroy, whore 
ho had appointed to moet the tenantry on the 
Cline estate for rent-collecting purposes. He 
was accompanied by his son, Sydney KH, 
Smyth, a young man who adopted the pre- 
caution of bringing his breech-loader with 
him, At Ballyoroy the agent found tho 
tenants, but there wasn’t a penny of rent 
among the lot. This was a cirocaumetance 
highly calculated to ruflis the temper of the 
gentlest of Isnd agents; but, Mr, Smyth 
says, be bore this disappointment in the 
beat spirit, he tonants told him they 
had no money for him, for the reason that 
they couldn't make sale of their cattle, and 
hodo't yet got in their harvest. Whereupon 
ho said ho was perfeotly willing to wait uotil 
they sold their atock or got in their crops, 
and the parting wasi{rlondly allaround. As 
this vory considerate agent was being driven 
home along tho high road, o hoavy fire waa 
suddenly oponed on the vehicle on which he 
and his son were geated. Mr, Smyth says 
tho fcontents fof four guns were blazed at 
him from tho side of a mountain range along 
which the highroad rons. His vebicls was 
an Irioh jauoting-car, on one side of which— 
that facing the mountain—Mr. Smyth was 
seated, his son was on the other side and 
tho driver occupied the dickey. Mr, Smyth, 
by something hke a miracle, wasn’t riddled 
with bullets; he wasn't strack at all, nor was 
avy of the party. When tho emoko cleared 
off, four armod mon, with faces blackened, 
wore observed standing about 60 yarde up 
the side of the mountain, apparently wait- 
ing to seo how many they had killed. 
Meantime, young Smyth, rifle in band, 
jumped off the oar as it was boing carried 
along at aawilt pace by the frightened horse, 
and dashed up the bank on the road side. 
Tho four armed men, sovlng thir, turned and 
fled op the mountain, It waa now young 
Smyth's turn to dos little shooting. Ho very 
deliberately took aim at one of the fugitives, 
fired, and brought down his man dead, shot in 
the back, the bullot passing through the heart. 
Young Smyth fired again, but without effect 
this timo; he re-londed and ogain fired, but 
tho throo mon had got too far away up tho 
mountain, The heather whore tho doad 
man lay was red with his life's blood ; hie 
gan, a well mado, double-barrel fowliog- 
piece, one barrol of which bad been dis. 
charged, was found some yards bebind 
whore ho foll dead, Ho was without cont 
oud hat; and at the place where tho firing 
party had takon up thelr position, bohind a 
quarry-hole in the side of tho hill, a coat 
and bat woro found, ‘The dond man's face 
had been blackened with some greasy stoll, 
The Mosere, Smyth drovo to the noarost 
Police Barracks, taking with them the hat, 
coat and rifle, and brought out a constable, 
who took charge of tho body, which he 
identified ax that ofa man named Obarlos 
Howard, who had served in the North Mayo 
Militia, not holding any land, bearing no 
fixed home or occupation, and having, it is 
said, a bad oharacter in tho locality.

Last (Monday) ovening o complimentary 
dinner was given in the Roesin Honee, 
Toronto, to Mr, James Hall, of the firm of 
Jomos Hall & Son, cattlo dealers, of Liver- 
pool, England, Mr. G, M, I’rankland, pro- 
r- Hauy, in reaponding to the tonat of 
his health, said tho Canadiana bad protcotion 
for their cattle by tho schedule put upon 
tho animals from tho United States. Ho 
dosired to impress upon those raising 
tho stock here that thero was great im- 
portance in having the animals well 
housed during the wintor, and in having 
them well fod. Farmera should not sparo 
tho graip, for it would pay them much 
botter to gell the oattle than the corn. Thore 
was no prejudice at this time in England 
againet the Canadion cattle, and if they wore 
of good quajity and arrived in good condition 
—whish ke was heppy to say they generally 
did— thoy conld be sold readily ot ro 
manerative prices, Roforring to the cxporta- 
‘ion ofehoep from Onanada, bo did not sco 
Qpyregdon why this trade shon!d not reach 
groot proporttous, but for tho sheep thoy 
roceived ho had often thought it was tho 
outcasts of Onnnada that wero sont to 
Togland. Tho old sheep and tho young 
ones werd kent, but what tho Boglish 
market demanded werd tho finoat wothers. 
The people of Hogland demanded tho brut 
artiolo that could be had and were willing to 
pay a good price for it, There was plonty of 
feod and plonty of room hero to provide tho 
English market with sheop and cattle, bat 
if the people of Canada did not take care the 
/ great Colony of Australia would cut thom out 
of the markot, for oven now thoro was a

FOOD, 


A Woman Becomes Fast in a 
Swa and Nearly Dics 
of Starvation, 

Ponr Jenyic, New York.—Tho partion. 
lara of o fearful advonturo in Pike County, 
Pa., reached hero this moining, Mra. Mary 
Avery, who resides near Honeedale, Wayne 
County, started out to visit relatives at 
Rowland’s, Piko County, Pa, Sho concluded 
to walk, and night overtook her 
whilo sho was parsing throngh * Link” 
Swamp, in Lackawaxen township, Pike 
county. Mra, Avery lost her way ond got 
fost in the mire, She struggled to get ont of 
the bog bution vain,for the moro eho struggled 
the-deeper sho sank. She finally coased ot. 
tempting to extricate herqelf, and prayed for 
help to arrive; bat none came. Sho re- 
mained in this mire up to hor kuves for oight 
days. She koptalive by continually moving 
her hands and keeping up ao motion 
of the body. No food passed hor 
lips in 194 honre, eavo some birch 
bark that grow on tho bashes within reach. 
Sho was compelled to qaenoh her thirst by

Another Kewarkablo Verdict, 


The jury ia. wonderfol inatitution, In a 
o4s8 Whiok has just occurred at Ottawa a 
jury finds 1 man guilty and then innocont; 
in the évlebrated Mousseau-Witness case the 
proaecutor ia found not guilty, and now, in 
Bollovillo, a representative jury in the case 
of O'Hearne against the Lancashire Ingur- 
ance Company found o verdict for the da- 
fondant, ond after their dischorge unani 
mousy slgoed a protest against their verdict 
as given, stating that they had intonded to 


find for the plaintiff for five husdred dollars. 
They lay the cause of their mistake on their 
failing to underetaud the question as laid 
before them by the jodge. This bolng the 
case, thoy must have been brought to a 
proper knowledge of the question by some 
porson afterthey had left the box, in which 
they had heard all the evidenco for and 
against, This opena another feature in trials 
which ig seldom considered in this 
mattor, the effeot of the advyooates in a onse. 
Two men are pitted agalust cach other, exch 
endeavoring to obtain a verdict, very often 
by any means, fair or foul. Tho witneseeo, 
generally unused to suoh experionoos, are 
badgered to death, and made to ocon- 
tradiot thomuelves, ood are uaually go con- 
faved that on loaving the box they are entire: 
ly obtivions of what they have been made 
to say, Ocossionolly the judge or the advooate 
in whose fayor the witness is eupposed to tos: 
tify steps in to save him, whioh leads to o 
wrangle more confasing than tho badgering. 
Thon the advoostes cach deliver apeeches of 
more or less lengsb, aund—as they often do 
nob undoretand the caso thomeelyos—geno- 
rajly with the rosult of darkening counsel 
more than ever. Then the judge winds up tho 
wholo proceeding by a charge which should 
be clear aa woll as jadicial. He sometimes 
has become as befogged as the jary or even 
the prisoner himeelf, bat gonerally the charge 
is fair and olear. By this timo, however, 
the jurymon, if the case be along one,, have 
forgotten half or porhaps tho wholo of the 
evidence, and tho jadge’s summary is now 
mattor to thom, and they rotiro to consider 
the caso. The result, if unsatisfactory, oannot 
always bo wondered at. When the jury was 
firet inetituted it is safo to way that the 
present system of advocacy was unthought 
of, and the misfortune of our timo is that 
as qnostions at issao booamo moro compll- 
cated and procedure more ontanglod, tho 
compotition of juries becomes leas and loss 
intelligent relatively to tho mass of the 
people,—Aontreal Witness,

ADVICE YOR THS YOUSG Lapizs, 


Young ladies who serve in the kitchon as 
woll as entertain in tho parlor may bs inter.

Dry buckwheat, plentitully and faithfally 
applicd, will take oll off oarpsts or woollon 
goods ; nover put water to euch a grease 
spot, or liquid of any kind, 

‘To take fresh paint off a woollon garment, 
rab the opot with stale bread until romoved. 

To remove iron mculd from linen, wash 
the spots in a strong solation of cream of 
tartar and wator; repeat, if necessary, and 
dry in tho sun, 

To toko ont tea stains, put tho linen in a 
kettle of oold water ; rub the stains well with 
common castile soap, put the kettle on tho 
side of tho stove, to let the wator get grada- 
ally warm ; wash it thoroughly in warm soap 
sads, then rnb the atain ogatn with soap, and 
boil, then rinse, ‘ 

To remove tho lids of tin cans, placo a 
shoyelful of live coals on tho top, whioh will 
speedily uneolder them; they can thon bo 
removed by tho aid of an old case knife; oaro 
muat be taken, or tho sido seams will also 
open, 

To tako ont fruit atains, rab tho part on 
exch sido with yellow soap; thon tle up a 
picce of pearl ash in nm cloth, and soak well 
in hot water, or boil afterwards; expose tho 
stained parts to the sun and alr until ro- 
moved, 

To removo ink spots on floors, rub with 
sovd wet in oil of vitriol and water; when 
tho fuk iv romoved, rinso with pearl ash 
water, 

To cloan tinware, dampon oa oloth and dip

An crtcemed correspondent in Boverly 


writes: If thore {# any olass in the community 
who are yoaralter yoor reminded that they 


Sro only homan and that they cannot have 
everything their own way, {tis tho agricul: 
turist. Any farmer who las six fields, in 
Which have been sown respectively wheat, 
barley, oats, peas, roots and grass, may rest 
Graured thas some ono of so crops 
will be materially injared,  porhops 
totally destroyed, by inacot enomies. 
Tho insect plague is never absent 
from the farmers’ fields. First one variety 
comes in gradaally increasing numbors till 
in a fow yoars tho ovil culminates In the total 
demoralization of some particalar crop, when 
thoy as gradually disappear and another 
foxaily of insects attack anothor varioty, with 
the samo rogulte, Some yearasgo the midge 
ruined the wheat crop in this conntry, and 
half tho sheriffs’ eales and mortgages in tho 
country since ara tho results of that fatal 
period. Following the midge came tho 
grasshoppers, feeding laxuriantly on the oats 
and barley, and hardly had their numbers 
began to decroase before all the profit 
was taken off the potato crop by the formid- 
able Oolorado beetle. And now one of the 
chief farm crops of the country is threstencd 
by an inseot which bas increased alarmingly 
during the last fow yoara, I allude to the 
pea bog and its ravages on the plant from 
which i}derives its name. In the North 
riding of this county this insect has done 
incalculable damage, and the consequence ta 
thot tho farmors to a great extont will cease 
growing peas for somo years to coms, 
excepi—as was tho cage with tho midgo 
with wheat—some variety of peas 
will be introduced which will, at loast to a 
grent extent, dofy its offorts. It is, however, 
questionable whether the pea crop is any 
longer profitablo. Since reaping machines 
fre to be found on overy farm, they coat too 
much to ‘ take off,” are extremely unpleasant 
to harvest and thresh, while large returns to 
the nore are things of the past. We predict 
that the poa orop will not be so popular as in 
years gone by; in fact it was, in many in- 
stances, simply custom that gave them such 
‘an area, and now that an insect enemy hag 
Ottacked thom we may hear of them giving 
place to eafer cereals.

Mr. Stimson, proprietor of the barque 
Clifton, the pioneer vessel in the Ontario and 
Austrolia trado, has been interviowed by a 
Toronto reportor, and has made tho follow. 
Ing important atatomonts, of especial interest 
fo Ontario manufacturers ; 

“What,” osked tho reporter, was 
your reason for selecting Adolnido as your 
Objective point, instead of Sydney or Mel- 
bourne?”

ing on her outward trip the Olifton took on 
board at Now York twonty-two oar-loads of a 
general cargo, consisting, ag far as I can 
romember, of ironwork, ornamental vases and 
fountains, stovos, carriages, lumber, organs, 
farming implements generally and oured 
meate; the goods coming from Toronto, 
Hamilton, London, Guelph, St. Thomas, 
Waterloo, Now Hamburg, Vinegal and other 
Places weat of this, Prices ont there aro 
Generally the gamo ag hero, Hama, bacon 
and pork, however, if properly packed for the 
tmarket—which our people are not in the habit 
of toklog snflicient trouble about—would 
realize o handsome profit, Butter and 
cheese, too, if packed na they should be for 
&uch a long voyage, would alao bo sold at a 
profit, Ihadon board tho Clifton on its 
outward trip, aa ship's Btorez, a lot of hama 
and anumber of 20-1b, tubs of butter from 
Waterloo, which, when we arrived at Ade- 
Iaido, after a yoyago of 101 days, wag as fresh 
ard ng swoet ason the day it was put up. 
The troublo is, our packers will not take 
enough trouble about putting up provisions, 
Hams for tho South Australian market 
thould ba put up in boxes and sprinkled 
with salt. Whilo I was in the colony I found 
they had any amount of Olncinnati cured 
hams which were labelled * Yorkshire,’ 
They had been sent to England, ra-labolled 
ond then exported to Australia as English 
cured. When I told the people how they 
had beon taken in thoy woro slow to believe 
it, 2o etrong was thelr faith in their * York. 
shire’ hams, Provisions of thia dssoription 
for exportation from Oanada ehould bo of 
medium giz9, and perhaps a little under, ag 
there is no market whatever for tha large and 
coarser grades.” 

‘And how,” enquired the reporter, did 
the people reosive you and your cargo?” 

‘« Tho psople generally wero very glad to 
Welcome a visit made to them from Canada 
in thie way, anditall the goods sent out there 
wero adopted for tho market 4 roady sale 
could be made in evory instance. I found 
many of the princips! people animated by o 
large hearted spirit of entorprise, whilo there 
were othera on tho other hand engaged in 
trado whose objoct It was to form rings and 
to exclade goods from any quarter unlega 
they passed through their bande, loaving a 
large commission bebind,” 

“What roturn cargo doss tho Clifton 
bring?” 

“Sho will arrive early in Deoombor with 
4 fail cargo of wool and wines, Tho lattor 
are from the vineyards of tho most promi- 
nent people in the colony, and like all the 
wines of tho colony—aro yory fine, full. 
bodied and mellow, both red and whito, and 
ranging from eight to eleven yeara old, as 
none is consumed boforo it haa arrived at 
thorough maturity. Oa tho arrival of the 
cargo our connolsseura will haya an oppor- 
tanity of pronouncing upon their merite, 
A great and profitable traftic can also be dono 
in tho hides of the native wild animals, of 
whioh 1 have geome live spocimena on board 
the Olifton, including some kangaroos, emus, 
Capo wild geese, occkatoos, parrots and a wild 
doy called adinyo, They will all be brought 
to Toronto, but I foar the climate will prove 
too severe for them, Aa aoon og tho Olifton 
can load up again ehe will return to Adelaide 
with a cargo of wooden housos—mado in 
Toronto, and for which I am jast giving tho 
oontract—lomber, carriages, tlate from Moel- 
bourne, and a general cargo of goods, all of

Tho township I re- 
Preece intends doing so this year, and we 
ave a4 many or more poor people to collect 
from as any township in the county—but in 
most cased taxes can be paid more readily 
in the fall than at any other time, 
Wo have this year done away with two 
rogular sessions, Which has offvctod a consid- 
erable saving. It may be said to be false 
economy, but I cannot ace itin that light. It 
places greater responsibilities on the wardon 
and chairman of gravel roads, but in 
accepting those positions thoy munt also take 
the responsibilities of the offices, and you 
know that there was never yet a session but 
what some one bad some special claim to 
plead, and which continually keops the ox:

and the couuty solicitor be appointed a 
deputation to interview the minister of 
the interior on the subject, 

Mr. Andergon said the white people 
who rented the lands would not pay if 
they knew the land was not liable, and 
he wished to have the matter settled. 
Mr. Appleby said the assessment of 
the lands affected in T'yendinaga is $116,- 
065, and the lands were taken into ac- 
count in equalizing the value of the 
township. 

Mr. Vandewaters urged that the 
superintendent of Indian affairs could not 
alter the law, therefore a deputation 
would be useless, It would be better to 
memorialize the government to have the 
law changed. 

The motion was put and carried. 

In the afternoon the warden read the 
following communication, which he had 
received from Mr, E, O, Bickford, in 
relation to their settlement with the 
Grand Junction railway company: 


“Office of E. O, Bickford, ) 
“Toronto, Ont., Noy 13, 1879. § 

B. Pearce, Esq., Warden : 
“Dear Str—Referring to our conversation 
of this morning, I beg to say that I am wil- 
ling to settle the whole matter in dispute re- 
arding the balance of unpaid county stock 
We the sum of twenty-three thousand dollars, 
if paid to the Bank of Montreal within one 

month from date. 

“You are aware, probably, that that bank 
holds an irrevocable power of attorney to 
collect $30,000 of the unpaid calls of your 
stock, on which nothing has been paid. 

“T will cause to be placed in the hands of 
your solicitor, Mr, John Bell, a good and suf- 
licient bond of indemnification to the county 
against all claims of the Grand Junction 
company or any of their creditors upon such 
unpaid calls before I shall be entitled to re- 
ceive the twenty-three thousand dollars. » 
“Yours truly, 

“i. O. Broxronp,”” 

The warden also read a lengthy opinion 
of the county solicitor on the same sub- 
ject, of which the following is a synopsis: 
“Some time ago, in the settlement of liti- 
gation between tho Grand Junction railway 
and the county, the latter paid over $15,000 
in part payment of their liability on the stock 
of the company held by them. In that li 
gation Bickford & Co. were not parties, and 
they claim that they are not bound by the 
decree made on the settlement, and that their 
claim remains good, In existing litigation 
by parties bringing suits which are now pend- 
ing, the question of Bickford & Co.'s rights 
is raised, and if those suits come to concla- 
sion by trialthat point will be decided, If 
Bickford & Co. be decided against, the pay- 
ments made would beall right, but # it be 
held that they should be made parties, if 
their claim be hold to be good, the company 
would be liable, in all probability, to repay 
that amount, unless it would be shown that 
Bickford concurred in the settlement. How- 
over this may be, the connty is liable for 
$20,000 principal upon the stock still unpaid. 
Understanding that Bickford offers to sottle 
for $23,000 in full on the stock, with intor- 
ext, Mr. Bell states that if the matter were 
his own, looking at the whole of the ciroum- 
stances, ho would, if he could not do better, 
accept Mr, Bickford's offer. He has also 
little doubt that evidence could be obtained 
to show that Bickford was satisfied to have 
the settlement made ‘at the time it was 
made, with tho view of avoiding these quos- 
tions that were then raised as to the county's 
liability at all. In any case, the county 
wayld have to make provision immediately 
forthe amount, because other suits would 
probably bo ontered at once, enough, in fact, 
to cover the balance. ‘Therefore steps should 
be taken to meet tho whole ,matter immodi- 
ately, by the appointment of a committeo or 
otherwise,” 

Mr. Aylaworth, after stating the facts in 
regard to their position in the matter, said ho 
understood that the road was found to be a 
great public convenience, and would be now 
for all time. ‘They were called upon to pay 
up their stock, and believing it to be in the 
interest of the county to accopt the proposi- 
tion of Mr. Bickford, which, though not so 
liboral an ho had hoped, might yot be regard: 
od as fair, ho movod, seconded by Dr, 
Parker, Thatin view of the notice from the 
Grand Junction railway company calling 
for the balance of county stock, and of the 
county solicitor’s opinion Inid bofore the 


council, wo hereby authorize his honor the

The Scorpion'’s Saictdal Easpulse, 


Do animals ever commitanicida? A dog 
is eaid to have done so by drownlpg, perhaps 
on no stronger evidonco than that whioh 
authenticated Capt. Marryat's anecdotes. 
Doubta havo boon thrown on tho sanity of 
the oat which hanged herself in the fork 
betwoon two branchos. Tho suicidal charac- 
ter of the scorpion, however, is roasgerted by 
acorrespondent of Nature. Wo havo all 
heard how the scorpion, if surrounded bya 
cirole of fire, rans its sting into its own hoad 
andso expires. Probably most of us havo 
this scorpion with Benvenuto 
Cellini's ovlebrated ealamander, or with 
the barnacloes who give birth to wild goceo. 
Mr, Allen Thomson, however, has a friond 
who has often seen scorpions sting themselves 
to doath at Luooa. When the insect is caught 
he ia put in a glase tumbler tilldark, A light 
{a then exhibited, whoreon the ecorpion firet 
loses his head with excitement, and then 
‘ brings bis reoarved ating down upon it and 
pleross i$ forcibly.” In a moment his sor- 
rows aro over, ond "his exoltement amount- 
ing to despair” ceates to vox him, It is odd 
that this suicidal mania should bs hereditary 
in scorpions, because, of cours», tho desd 
ones cannot have reported to the survivore 
that tho experimont is euccessfal, while 
suicide is far from complying with Darwinlan 
conditions, and favoring tho poraistence of 
tho species, ‘ho alternative theory could 
best bo put in the words of the Bttrick 
Shopherd, when accounting for tho reported 
visit of a ghost to his grandmother, '* Maybs 
my grandmother was an awful leear.” Bat 
Mr. Allen Thomson has no douvt about the 
voracity of his informant.—London News.

“ These twice soven and one plagues of 
our public school system will be recog 
nized by every one who has had any ex- 
perience in connection with our public 
schools. 

“The Advantages of a township sys- 
tem.—-The following are given as some 
of the desirable results to be realized 
by abandoning the section system and 
placing the schools under the caro of a 
township board ; 

“ Tt would secure just as many schools 
as the necessities of the community de- 
mand, cach being an integral part of one 
central organization, and adapted to the 
wants of individuals ; it would dispense 
with a large number of trustees, collect- 
ors, ete; it would establish a uniform 
rate of taxation ; it would furnish more 
uniform and equal advantages and privi- 
leges to every resident; it would allow 
the child to attond school where his own 
interest would be best conserved, with 
no restraint save what the general inter 
est might require; it would prevent end- 
less difficulties and strife about school 
section boundaries; it would diminish 
the aggregate expenditure for schools ; 
it would secure a more efficient system 
of school inspection and supervision ; it 
would secure a permanency of the ad- 
vantages of supervision ; it would secure 
ater permanency of teachers; it 
would secure a better class of teachers ; 
it would secure better compensation to 
competent teachers, asd less employment 
for incompetent ones; it will secure 
better scbool-houses; it will secure 
greater facilities to teuchers for reference 
and illustration ; it will enable townships 
to est: blish graded schools; it will secure 
uniformity of text-books in the towaship ;

TRE PEACE AND PINE BIVER 
COUNTRY. 


(Victoria Colonist, Oct, 20,) 


Mr. Cambio, U. E., returned from on ¢x- 
ploration of Peaco River and Slave Cakes 
countries yosterday. He entered British 
Colombia by Skeona River, and travelled as 
far east as Lessor Slave Lake, following the 
56th parallel of latitude nearly the whole 
distance. He describes the country through 
which he pagged for 250 miles cast and west, 
and 100 miles north and south, as fertile and 
destitate of rocks or hills. For five or sir 
days the trails led through besutifal prairie 
land clothed with nutritious gras with 
here and there a poplar or willow copse. The 
soil {s composed of white silt, with a covering 
of black loam from three to twelve inches in 
depth—an exact counterpart of Maniteba 
land. Fine pasturage abounds every- 
where, the grass growing £0 thick 
‘as to forma sod. No white settlers, besides 
those at the Hudson Bay Posts, were acen. 
Very fow Indians were met. Béar and mooee 
were abundent. At Fort Dunvegan, 150 
miles east of the Rocky Mountains, on the 
66th parallel, very fine wheat was grown this 
season and harvested in August. Potatoce, 
cabbages and othor hardy vegetable are 
abundant. Similar evidences of fertility and 
mildness of climate were observed at the 
other stations. A considerable portion of 
the fino prairie land conntry lies in British 
Columbia. From Lesser Slave Lake Mr. 
Gordon carried Mr. Oambio's report and 
despatches to Fort Elmonton. Messrs, 
Dawson and Molisod remained to make 
carefal examination of the country. The' 
last named will reach Red River later in the 
year. Mr. Cambie returns in excellent 
health after his most arduous miesion. Mr. 
Horetuky also arrived yesterday. Hoe has 
made a close examination of the Peace River 
country and thinks well of it.

Waste of Petroleum, 


A press despatch from Bradford, Pa., dated 
October 2, estimated that as mach as 150,- 
000 gallons of petroleum was running to 
waste overy doy in the McKean County oll 
regions, Tho tanks, with capacity for 
several million barrels, were filled to over- 
flowing. The markot was overstocked, and 
still production went on at tho rato of at 
least 26,000 barr: 000 more than 
the pipe lines o The United 
Tidewater Pipe had fron 
tankago in the Bradford districts for 
8,000,000 barrels of oil, and were able 
to take caro of all tho oil of individuals and 
companies owning tankage in connection 
with them. Tho hesvy loss foll obiefly on 
small producers, who could not afford to build 
nks. All the streams of McKean County 
literally rivers of oil; and in the marshy 
places the ground was a mass of greasy mad 
several inches deep. In some parts of the 
region the streams were dammed and the oil 
collected in large ponds, at placss na far 
distant as possiblo from tho derricks 
and buildings, Theso ponds wero 
sot on fire daily, Thus a large quantity of 
the wasto oll was disposed of. It was not 
uucommon for fire to be communicated to 
the combustiblo rivers by sparks from loco- 
motives. Sometimes they wero fired by 
malicious persons and tramps. Derricks 
and other proporty had thus boon destroyed, 
resulting in losses of thousands of doll 
All efforts to limit the production of oil a 
stop this groat waste had been unavailing ;

Olarke, proof reador, third storey, found 
descent imposeible and breaking a window 
in the north wall adjoining A. I. Stewart's 
workshops, jumped across the narrow alloy 
separating the buildings, followed by a man, 
Tho two clung to the window in the Stewart 
building and wero helped in by two tailora 
working thore. Not #0 fortunato was tho 
janitor’s wife, Mra, Augusta Sohafter, who 
was in a room looking upon tho yard in rear 
of the Globes Theatre, The compositors 
in their flight heard her scream once 
before tho roar of flames drowned ail other 
sound, Notbing was hoard or seon of her 
after that tillroandsman Olarke found her 
half unconsolous in an alley leading up from 
Broadway. She had jumped from a window, 
but in the fall had broken her back 
and was mortally injured. She waa sent to 
the hospital and died on hour later. The 
fire speedily ecized every floor of the build- 
ing and threatened the houses adjoining it 
on every side. Tongues of flame reaching 
through the windows of the Stewart building 
alarmed 335 girls, women and men, working 
there, and a panicthreatened, The confused 
throng crowded towards the doors and was 
riot by a squad of police, by whose firmness 
what threatened to provo tho worst featuro of 
the disaster was averted, ‘he firemen 
sucoseded in eaving tho eurrounding 
building, bat the Churchman build- 
ing became a total wreck, Happily its 
thick walls stood and the coatly 
progecs in tho basement wore savod 
from destruction, though much injured by 
water and falling floora, The offloeof tho 
Sanitarian and offics of John Austin 
Stophens, editor of the Historical Magazine, 
were badly scorched. In the Ohurchman 
composing rooms were the forms of the 
Spirit of Mission, Young Christian Soldier, 
Sanitarian, and a paper publiehed for the 
Bible Soolety, ready for press, the Young 
Christiun Soldier, belonging ta tho Domeatia

Yoluminous treatise entitled * Makrobiotik 
ond Kubapik, two eclentific mothoda for the 
prolongation and embellishment of haman 
life,” has recently been subjected to somowhat 
sovere oriticism in the German press, one of 
the four groat natural secrota that havo baiiled 
investigation for at least a score of conturios 
has at length beon discovered by a gontloman 
whouo university diplomas demonstrate him 
to bo equally mt homo in philosophy and 
medicine, and who, moreover, ia fall blown 
professor of pathology. Tho tranemutation of 
motals, quadrature of tho circle and porpetual 
motion still remain unsolved myeteries, 
probably because Dr, Schmocle has not yot 
tarned his attention to them, but tho olixir 
of life stands rovealed to us. All that tho 
aspirant to immoderate longevity has to do is 
to absorb a suflicient quantity of lemon jaice 
daily, or bettor still, to oat a fixed number of 
lemons, having relation to his or her age or 
sox,overy moroing and evening. Dr.Sohmoele 
ndduces several instances of the efficacy with 
which the consumption of lemons stimulates 
aged persons to evade the assaults of tho 
Phantom on the Pale Horse. He is as yet 
unable to mention any case in which the 
imbibation of lemon juico has onabled any 
authentic human belng to livo forever, but 
ha confidently hopes in fature oges far remoto 
to supply posterity with an illustration in his 
own person of his theory that ‘the who 
will only eat lemons cnongh need never die.’ 
Failing a living example of indisputable 
immortallty, such as would carry conviction 
to the heart of the most hardsned asceptic, 
Dr. Sohmocle directs our attention to the 
celobrated painter, Count Waldeck, who died 
in Paris o short time ago at the somewhat 
advanced ago of 120 years. Tho professor 
soome to fancy that this tough artist proves 
the correctness of the aboye-quoted theory, 
beosuse Oount Waldeck was in the habit, 
every epringtide, of devouring hugo quanti. 
ties of horseradish eonked in lemon jnico, 
“ft was not tho horeoradish,” says Dr. 
Schmoele, ‘bat the lemon Jalcs, that pro- 
longed his life for so many years.” But we 
have only the profeesor's word forthe trath 
of this postulate. It may bo that tho veho- 
mont pangenoy of the horseradish kept Count 
Waldeck’s vital spark aglow for such an inor- 
dinato length of time, and tho secret of 
immortality lurks within that fiery root, 
Bosides, the Oount died after oll, so that 
lemon jnios, or horseradish, both combined, 
only enabled him to stave off tho ovil day for 
a period of time which, considered in relation 
to eternity, cannot but be accounted as brief 
and unimportant, 

“Makrobiotik and Eabanik” teaches us 
what we oro to doin the way of swallowing 
lemon juice in order to obtain an age to which 
thot of Methuvaleh was, so to speak, more 
immature adolegence. To ladies over forty 
and under filty, commencing tho citronlan 
system, he pretcribos twa lemons per diem, 
while gentlemon betwoen those ages must 
‘‘ageimilato” at least three lemons daily. 
Between fifty and sixty the dose for ladies is 
eet down at three, for gentlomon at four 
lemons a day. One lemon more per diem is 
ordained to enoh sox for every additional 
decade, ao that centenarians must consume,
